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THE EDITOR PLAYS GOD 

A" promised last issue, here are reviews of the 'zines that I fret. 
They are not listed in order of ^reference, but rather in alphabetical 
order. I have rated the 'zines according to vhat I want to see in a 'zine - 
this may differ from what you want to see in a 'zine, so if you are thinking 
of subbing don't tai.ce my word for it. Most pubbers are more than willing 
to give awav free samples if you send them a stamp or two to cover postage. 
I have used the foloving criteria in rating the 'zines, in this approximate 
order of importance: Regularity of publication, Duality of the game sines teri 
Non-prame material, Reproduction, and Price. As a general rule, what you 
nay for a 'zine does not cover the cost of publication and postage, not to 
mention the work put into it, hence I practcaly ignored price. 

DIPLOMACY DIGEST , Published by Mark L. Berch, 492 Naylor Plac^f"' Alexandria f 
Va. , 2 2304. Without a doubt, Diplomacy Digest is the best 'zine I 
get. Diplomacy Digest caries no games, and very little original 
material. I think that Mark has hit upon a great idea. All he 
does is reorint noteworthy articles from old, foriegn, and 'zines 
of .low curculaticn. He also reprints current articles, but only -'hen 
their exceptional auality demands it. Reproduction is commercial Xerox 
which means that all the articles are in the typeface that they were 
originaly printed in. Subs are 10 :?op $2.50. Samples are available 
for a SASS. This rates a 9 on a scale of 1 to 10. 

THE PIPL0I&3.'IC JCIT^NAI, , Published by Roger Oliver, POR '4.52/ ' Denville , IT J , 
07334. This, one is kind of hard to rate pb."iec tively. Last year TDJ 
was the Pits. Even though he claimed to be a monthly, his publication 
time was more like that of a quarterly. I think he put out something 
like 4 no-frills issues last year. On the other side -of the coin, thou 
Roger now ^uts out a 16-20 page photo-off set 'zine . Roger runs some 
20 games, including a couple of larients and other • war game s . Ron-er has 
recently 'absorbed' another 'zine: I don't know what difference this 
will make other than to enlarge his sub list. Roger is still olauged 
with problems in getting his 'zine out on time. I never recieved the 
March issue, and the May issue "is "p'ow close to three weeks late. On 
the good side, TDJ has a couple of pages of articles each issue, hobby 
news, and other non-game material. Subs are 12 for $4.80. On that 
same 1-10 scale I'd give TDJ a 5. 



LILAF ,- ?^M4igd by Thomas P. Gould, 40 West 77th Street, New York, NY, 

10024. Without a doubt, LILAF is the silliest 'zine I get. Tom puts 
out a 12 or so page 'zine on an approxemately monthly basis. While its 
on-time performance is not so great, it's better than most, so I can't 
complain. Tom runs 2 recailar games and one silly varient (The Trader 
Varient). The rest of the 'zine is filled with book reviews, movie-... 
reviews, a continueing science fiction short (?) story, and whatever 
other drivel Tom decides he wants to print. Reproduction is by mimeo 
with electronicly cut stencils, which means, in essence, that it's 
legible. Subs are 8 for $2.00. Since I enjoy SF, and other such silly 
ness, I'll give it a 7. 

THE TETRACUSPI.U , Published by Richard Kovalcik, Jr., Room 205 Bexley Hall, 
50 Massachusetts Avenue, Cambridge, Mass., 02139. I like Richard as 

a person, but I regret that I must give him a rather harsh review. The 

Tetracuspid is typiclv a dozen or so pages. Richard has 6 games runnin 
with openings in both regular Diplomacy and DND Diplomacy. If you 
.. •• ,49H^,±-'-4cn,ow-.'. about DND Diplomacy, send Richard a SASE for a set of his 
houseruies, and the rules for DND Diplomacy. I should mention that 4 
games just ended this past issue nad a couple more in the past few. 
Richard ' s problem is regularity (of publication, that is). The last 
issue was about five months late, and the current issue is now aboiat 
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2 weeks late. This is not uncommon with The Tetracuspid . Good points 
are beautiful Xerox reproduction, Decent form t for his frames, Good 
gamesmastering on Richard's part, though his guest GM's are less than 
perfect, and Some non-game material in the form of articles, editorials, 
ect. in each issue. Subs are 10 ner page plus postage (send him a 
lumn sum of at least $2.00). Because of the five month publishing 
gap, I'll give Richard a 3, but this will go up if he can improve his 
regularity. ((Try prunes. Oh, shut pu!)) "((Sorry, but I just couldn't 
resits — RS)) 

THE WARMONGER , Published by Alan Rowland, 52 Eighth Avenue, Westwood, NJ, 
07675. The Warmonger usua.lv runs 6 to 8 pages, with occasional 
larger or smaller issues. This latest issue was Alan's aniversary 
issue and ran 22 pages. Games running in The Warmonger tend to be 
fast paced as Alan likes to set rather short deadlines, and his 'zine is 
rarely more than a. couple of days late. While deadline lenght . is a. 
matter of personal preference, I think that on occasion Alan goes too 
far. Alan tends also, to be a bit arrogant, and arbitrary. Again, 
this is only my personal opinion. To be fair, though, I should say 
that Alan is not one to m ke gamesmaster errors, and usualy catches 
errors made by his guest GM's. Reproduction is Xerox, mimeo, or a 
combination of both. I can only remember one time when the 'zine was 
downright illegible, and that was an exertional case (it was printed 
while drunk, using a mixture of beer and mimeo ink , with interesting 
results, to say the least). The Warmonger currently carries about a 
half dozen games, and usuo.lv s.t least one article each issue, and 
lots of letters. Subs are 10 for $2.00. TW rates a 6, but that rating 
reflects rather heavaly my personal opinion of the editor's policies. 
Objectively, I'd have to gj e tt^ f l more like a 7 or 8. 

DIPLOMAG , Published b^^Fred C. Davis, 1427 Clairidqe Road, Baltimore, Md. , 
21207. I inclvude this for completeness only, since it realy isn't a 
Diplomacy 'sine- in the true sence of the word. Diplomag is the official 
ne\\rsletter of the ISIKNSA diplomacy SIG (Special Interest Group). Hensan ' s 
can join and get the newsletter for $2.00 per year. Non-Mensan's can 
still get the newsletter for $2.00, but can't join as voting members 
of the SIG. To be honest, I realy don't see why a non-member would 
want to sub, since there are no games — just SIG news. Since it's 
not realy a Diplomacy 'zine, per se , it doesn't get a rating.

I should add that unless snecificlv stated, all of the above 'zines 
have openings in Dippy (I believe). I should also say that since the USPS 
has seen it fit to raise the first class postage from 130 to 150 (Yes folks, 
it's defino.te now, I just heard it on the news.) many ±f not most 'zines 
will raise their rates to cover this increase. Publishers don't m ke 
money, but most have a limit to how much they are willing to lose. 

So far, in addition to the 'zines mentioned above, I trade with 
Bushw acker , Against the Odds , and Saint George and the Dragon . I would 
guess that I will pick up a few more trades in the next few weeks, so as 
soon as I can form valid opinions about these 'new' 'zines, I will run 
another review collomn in which I will review those 'zines not yet reviewed, 
and re-review those 'zines that have substantialy changes for the better 
or the worse. This shoug be an incentive (albeit, a small one) to the 
good 'zines to keen up the good work , and an incentive to the notdso-good 
'zines to improve. 

You have probabily notice that I did not mention how long the 'zines 
have been in publication, how long the publisher has been publishing (not 
nesse eerily the same thing), what hobby organizations, if any, the publisher 
belongs to, or game fees. Theee are not ommisions — I just don't think 
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that it's important. Sub nrices- were mentioned only so that you know- 
how much to send the publisher — I did not. take them into aae^uftt' wken I 
rated the 'zines. 

It should also be noted that even though this issue is dated June, 10, 
today is realy May 24. Thin should explain any descenenc ies in v/hat I 
said about various 'zines being late.
